Many Buildings are Demolished, Crops 

Laid Waste and Two Persons 

Have Been Browned 

Storms, cloudbursts and floods inflicted 
widespread destruction throughout the 
state Tuesday, and tbe losses will reach 
several hundred thousand dollars. The 
greatest havoc In tbe state was wrought at 
Food du Lac, where the city Is battling 
with the worst flood in its history. Nine- 
teen thoroughfares in Fond du Lac itself! 
are covered with water. Basements and 
residences are flooded, business and manu- 
facturing firms will suffer heavily. The 
damage thus far is estimated at $100,000 
in Fond du Lac, with a loss probably of 
twice that sum in tbe country districts 
surrounding. • 

" The flood is the remit of a storm which- 
started Saturday and continued until Tues- 
day. Water on several of tbe West Side 
ats is from seven to ten feet deep.* One 
hundred thousand feet of logs in rafts 
broke away and were carried into the lake, 
destroying and damaging several boats. 
Seven washouts are reported on the Wis- 
consin Central, and five on the Chicago Ss 
Northwestern. The St. Paul road has. not 
moved a train in or out' of the city, since 
Monday night. Two hotels in the flooded 
district can be reached only by boat. 

Another place which bos suffered heavily 
is Sheboygan* Falls, where a cloudburst 
and a flood caused 850,000 damage. The 
Sheboygan River has been swelled to. a 
higher povnt than .ever before-waiikn'owpj. 
About midnight the water began to break 
over the bank on Buffalo street, one block 
west of tbe City Hotel. It flowed south a 
block to Bridge street, which it flooded for 
two blocks. Tbe water rose rnpidly, goutr- 



thsTNorthwestehi railroad "tracks for &00 
feet. All tbe factory yards are under water 
and warehouses were damaged and bridges 
swept awny. Small places near Sheboygan 
tell of tosses amounting to thousands of 
dollars, while Janesvilte reports 875,000 
damage- in tbe county. 

At Eau Claire the Chippewa River has 
risen nineteen feet above low water mark, 
Seven factories have been forced to shut 
down. Tbe Eau Claire Water Company's 
wells are submerged and the only water 
supply is unfit for domestic use. The pro- 
perty loss is placed at $10,000. 

At Chippewa Falls tbe river bos rieen 
two feet above the danger line and houses 
and barns are flooded. Clarence Cteava, a 
log driver, end Paul Labountry, a school 
boy, were drowned. 

At Barron four bridges within tbe city 
limits have been swept away, white at 
Paskin and Frairio Farm grist and planing 
milts are ruined. The total loss is $15,000. 
At Chilton COO acres of planted corn have 
been ruined by heavy rains, and at Appl e 
ton the entire country is underwater, 
' Other states suffered from the storm and 
much destruction is reported. At Villa 
Grove, HI., a severe storm on Monday did 
muoh damage to crops, destroyed one resi- 
dence and damaged six others. The toss 
is placed from $10,000 to $20,000. 

Wabash, Ind.,' reports a furious .wind 
and rain storm struck the town Monday 
night, whish blockaded many streets with 
blown-down treeB and damaging buildings. 

At Michigan City, Ind., damage was 
done by a great wave. 

At Ionia, Mich., heavy loss to property 
has been caused by storm and flood. Tbe 
electric light and'gas plants are closed and 
Ionia is completely shut off from tbe out- 
side world. 

Two railroad accidents, attended by loss 
of life, 1 have occurred near Ionia, caused 
by washouts. Engineer W. Alvord and 
Fireman H. Payne of Ionia wore killed and 
Brakemen Coffee and Neally injured when 
a Fere Marquette train ran into n. washout 
near the state reformatory. A west-hound 
train from Detroit on tbe Detroit, Grand 
Haven and Milwaukee railroad ran into a 
washout at Tibbits Creek. 

At Grand Rapids the Grand -river is 
more that a foot above the danger line, and 
Director Schneider of tbe weather bureau 
said there would be a further rise of three 
feet within twenty-four hours,! A Hood 
equal in extent to that of 10041s feared.

Escape From Death

Unable to. Open Vestibule Door* Aged 

Man Clings to the Coach For a 

Long Distance 

With muscles strained to their utmost, 
almost to the limit of physical endurance, 
Friday an old man was removed atZIon City 
from the rear steps ol one of the vestvbuled 
coaches of a North-Western limited train 
going north. He had perhaps tbe wildest 
and most daring ride that it Is possible for 
a man to take, clinging for over six miles 
to tbe hand rail of the coach to which he 
could not gain entrance, his feet with 
barely a hold on the steps of the car, which 
was going at a high rate of speed. 

The man was gray haired and bearded. 
He bought a ticket for Kenosha at the 
Waukegan station and stopped to talk to 
the agent, Menntime the train that he 
desired to take, the 3:47, started and he 
bolted out of the waiting room in time to 
seize the hand roll of tbe last car. Strug- 
gling, he got his feet on tbe steps also, and 
was all aboard for the exciting trip of bis 
life. 

The door of the rear coach when vesti- 
buledis always kept closed as are both 
sides of the car. No one ever comes back 
there, and that is how tbe man was able to 
ride clear to Zion City before being dis- 
covered. 

He was perceived by tbe depot policeman 
and office force at Waukegan and a mes- 
sage was sent on to Beach, too late to have 
the limited stopped. The Beach operator 
transmitted the- message to Zion City and 
here the .limited' was. signaled and slowed 
down. 

The maa wast almost under the train. 
His hands bad- stiffened' and had to be 
loosened from tbe rail. He mis barely able 
to hang oh and a few miles more of the 
wild , ride would have meant a mil for him 
that might have .proved fatal. 

At Beach he narrowly scaled the coal 
station, which is cIobo to tbe track. He 
must have avoided it by tbe space of bare- 
ly two inches.

The ex- 
amination covers algebra, English , plain 
geometry, history, Latin, German, French, 
zoologr, chemistry and physics. 

A County Normal. 
. If the plans of County Superintendent 
of Schools, F, N. Gaggia carry, there will 
he held either at Liberty vi! le or Grayslake, 
beginning about July 10, a county normal 
Tbis is without doubt welcome news to 
those teachers who Gad it impossible to 
pursue a course of work away from home. 
Either of the places mentioned ore access- 
ible to rural teachers on account of their 
central location. Tbe plan of worit will 
be both academic and lecture, and n good 
instructor will be secured to nid the Super- 
intendent in the work. ,The plancontemp- 
lates a general survey of the common 
branches in tbeir adaptation ' to the state 
course of study and the proper use of the 
texts Jn general use in the" rural and smaller 
graded schools.- A tuition of four dollars 
will be charged and it wilt be possible for 
many teachers to board at home. It goes 
without saying that any teacher availing 
herself of tbis opportunity will derive 
much good that will reflect creditably on 
her subsequent work.

Postmistress Short $2,500. 

Mrs. Adclo Barnes, who for seven years 
has been postmistress at Delevan, Wis., is 
short In her accounts over $2,500 and tbe 
office is now in charge of her bondsmen, 
John Delnney and Mayor Ambrose Hare, 
two wealthy residents of Delavan.

The scene of the great naval fight Is shown on the Innp, with tho course of Itojestven sky's ships to tho wa- 
ters In which they were destroyed. Tho Russians left the China Sen Muy 24, nnd, tb reading the Bushee channel, 
between Luzon nnd Formosa, passed into tlie western sea and entered Korea Strait the morning of May 27. Iu 
the nfteruoon the fighting began east of the Tsu Islands, or In Kmseiistem channel, nere the Russians suffered 
the greatest losses, chletly through torpedo nttneks at night and from submarines, the vessels that had not been 
sunk being driven ashore on the adjacent const of Nngnto province. J»nan. The Llancotirt rocks, wliere four ves- 
sels surrendered Sunday morning. May 23, also are shown. Pnrt of Togo's fleet, whose base was Masampho, in 
delivering the attack passed through the channel between the Tsii Islands and forced the enemy toward tho 
Japanese shore, hut the main division rounded the Tsu Islands on the north nnd effectively barred tho passage of 
the Russians. Ikl Island, behind which Urlu was concealed and whence he delivered u rear attack, hi thirty 
miles southeast of tlie Tsu Islands.

NebosatolT Ii Thrown Overboard Or 
Hound la III* Cabin. 

Details from a trustworthy source 
leave little room for doubt, says a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg, that Admiral 
Nehoga toffs sailors mutinied In tlie bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan and either threw 
the admiral and many otllcers overboard 
or, according to another version, bound 
them in their cabins and hoisted the 
white flag. Eight men in Nebogatoff'a 
squadron were, it Is ngaln asserted, hang- 
ed for mutiny while still la the Red 
sea. 

A remarkable story is in circulation 
concerning the wounded on tho Orel. It 
is said that nt tlie opening of the fight 
300 men were killed and wounded, and 
that the groans and shrieks of the 
wounded exercised so harmful aa effect 
that it was decided to throw tho mortally 
wounded into the sea. 

One hundred nnd forty, It Is said, were 
thrown overhoard. Those slightly wound- 
ed were then fastened to- the mast to 
prevent tbelr Interference with the fight- 
ing of the ship.

it 1i:ih iirpii discovered that wit lmm 
being aware of tho fuel the Jilhi Li-kmIh- 
ture practically completed n general re- 
vision of the school laws of Hlluol*. Tills 
was effected liy tlic pnsnnge of sixteen 
hills, unite of which vviih uf sillllelent Im- 
portance In Itself to attract particular 
attention. All went through the As- 
sembly without opposition. Tho bills 
were prepored by the State superintend- 
ent of public Instruction, Alfred Hny- 
liu, The most liuportnnt change mnde 
Is one which puts a stop to nil .Ira ft* on 
whit it known as the distributable fund 
lor the schools of the State. This Wan 
done through provisions In a number of 
th« bills pnssed and by the timet men t 
of a general statute dctlnltely fixing the 
naiades of country superintendents. The 
last-named statute does away with all 
the fees in the superintendent's olHce 
und of Itself saves the distributable fund 
from nn annual raid of considerable pro- 
portions. It has been customary when- 
ever there was something new to be done 
In an educational way and no money was 
la sight with which to do It to make 
the additional burden n charge on tiie 
dlHtributnhte fund. It was convenient 
and easily reached, and ns no one In 
the Legislature but) been particularly in- 
terested in 'It heavy Inroads Into the fund 
were made from time to time. Under 
the new legislation, however, every 
charge on the fund linn been abolished 
nnd Superintendent lbiyllss has the sat- 
isfaction of finding It once more inviola- 
ble. Hereafter It will be the policy 
of his office to ft glit every attempt lo di- 
vert this money from Its original pur- 
pose, whkh is to aid the common sellouts 
of the Stale. Another device for wiring 
the money of the common schools Is 
found In the passage of a three-line bill 
which prohibits the loaning of school 
money on other than real estate security. 
It Is not generally kuuwn. but ll Is not 
the less a fact, tlmt considerable sums 
have been lust in Illinois by the loaning 
of funds to Irresponsible persons. Aside 
from tlie bills which hud to do with 
finances, there were n number i>f meas- 
ures designed to straighten out and make 
more uniform the general operation of 
the school laws. Ever since he has been 
In office Superintendent Ituyli** has been 
quietly waging war on the special school 
charters, and he has succeeded In having 
a large number of them dropped, lie has 
also been opposed to special legislation 
for communities nntl some of the bills 
do away with certain privileges and pow- 
ers exercised by some of I he cities. One 
bill abolishes the old (Ive-year State cer- 
tificate. Under the new law there will 
be but one form of State certificate ami 
It can be secured only by a single con- 
tinuous exit ml nation. . Heretofore appli- 
cants for State cert I Ilea ics could take 
exk ml nations in Installments.

Oata ami Corn Growth Slow, but Wheat 
Still Appears Proiiiialnic, 

The follow lug Is the general summary 
of the weekly crop report or the weather 
bureau: 

During the week" ending May 29 most 
of the country experienced unfavorable 
temperature, frosts occurring during the 
early part of the week in the plateau re- 
gions, in most of the northern tier of 
States, en st of the Hucky mountains, and 
as fur south as the interior portions of 
tiie middle Atlantic States. Itnlns in- 
terfered with farm work in portions of 
the south Atlantic States and east gulf. 
States, Tennessee, and over an area ex- 
tending from ceutral Texas northwurd to 
South Dakota and in portions of the lake 
region. At the close of the week rain 
wns much needed iu New England aud 
the middle -Atlantic States, nud sunshine 
and warmth hi the south Atlantic and 
east gulf States and the Missouri val- 
ley. On the Pacific coast the weather 
was cool and cloudy, with showers In 
northern California, Oregon nnd . Wash- 
ington. 

Corn planting Is largely finished, except 
In the lake region, Ohio valley and north- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic States. 
Throughout the principal corn Slates 
germination and growth of corn hare 
been very slow, owing to cool weather, 
and more than the usunl amount of re- 
planting will be necessary. In the cen- 
tral gulf States part of the crop has 
been laid by. In this region corn has 
suffered considerably from overflows. In 
northern Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Tennessee corn la much Jn need ol 
cultivation. 

Winter wheat has suffered slight de- 
terioration in portions of the central and 
western districts of tbc winter wheat 
belt, hut it continues promising In the 
eastern districts, an improvement being 
reported from Ohio, 

Reports of Injury from rust continue 
from Kentucky. Tennessee, Missouri, 
Oklahoma nnd Texas, and rust and black 
heads are appearing In Illinois. Gen- 
erally the reports Indicate that wheat is 
heading low. In California the crop Is 
maturing rapidly nnd an nverage yield 
Is reported. In Oregon and Wnshlugtoa 
growth has been rapid, too rank growth 
being reported from Oregon, where it Is 
in danger of lodging. 

In the Dakntns, Minnesota and Ne- 
braska oats have made slow growth and 
the crop has suffered deterioration in 
Texnft and portions of the middle Atlan- 
tic States, but elsewhere and In princi- 
pal producing States the outlook con- 
tinues very promising. 

Throughout nearly the whole of the 
cotton belt cotton is much In need of 
cultivation, and reports of abandoned 
fields aro received from the Carollnas, 
Georgia, Alabama and Louisiana. Good 
stands arc generally •reported, but much 
planting remains to be dune in northern 
Texas and planting Is unfinished in Ar- 
kansas. In southern Texas and in por- 
tions of the central ond eastern dls* 
trlcts the situation Is Improved nnd the 
crop Is doing well In localities, Squares 
are now forming' in the southern portions 
of the central and eastern districts. Boll 
weevils' are increasing In Texas, -The 
general outlook -for a good crop of hay 
continues promising, 

Although freezing temperature occur- 
red In the northern portion of the spring 
wheat region, spring .wheat fs reported 
as in good condition lu Minnesota, and 
while frost. in. North Dakota proved In- 
jurious, the crop In that StiiTe~has not 
been seriously dumaged. Over the south- 
ern portion of the spring wheat* region 
the crop has made more favorable pro- 
gress, although growth baa been slow. 
On the north Pacific coast spring wheat 
Is much Improved In Washington, but 
la Oregon' it has advanced slowly.

On nil sides the cry Is heard that 
the present regime Is responsible and 
thut it nitwt be cleared out. The Czar 
Is no longer considered. Even M. Sou- 
vorlne, editor of the St. Petersburg 
Novoe Vreinyn, demands- that the peo- 
ple tnke the helm of state Into their 
own Iinndft. Grand Duke Alexleffs or- 
gan, the SIovo, exclaims that ftnssln 
has hud calamities-, enough ami de- 
mands a change of regime thut will 
give peace, I tumors tire sp reading thnt 
the Czar In tends to resign. The con vo- 
cation of a national assembly Is confi- 
dently expected. 

Ministers, generals nnd admirals In- 
terviewed by the correspondents were 
unanimously of opinion tlmt Russia 
had lost Its sen power for half a cen- 
tury, to come. They nlso thought tlmt 
pence would come humedlntely; that 
Knghitid nud America would help lo 
modify Japan's demands nnd tlmt In- 
ternal reforms would bring about the 
regeneration of Russia. 

Japan's decisive victory over Rus- 
sia In the Strait of Korea Is hailed by 
nil Europe as the beginning of (be end 
of the conflict. Rerlln looks upon the 
flen bnttle ns the greatest hlstory-nnik- 
Ing naval engagement fhice Trafalgar, 
French hnvnl experts declare Russia 
must bring the uneven contest to n 
close. London looks upon the result 
ns averting n general European war. 
Jnpnn believes Russia must accept 
whatever terms nre offered. 

Dispatches from Manchuria sny 
thnt Field Mnrshnl Oynnia Is nlrendy 
In motion nntl thnt n general battle Is 
at bnnd. General Mnevltch Jins near- 
ly 400,000 men, Including the Fonrth 
nnd Tenth army corps, which hnve ar- 
rived at the front since the bnttle of 
Mukden. He bus "received hundreds 
of field guns to replnce those abandon- 
ed In the retrent from Tie pass. 

Oynma has fully 420,000 men. He 
Is known to have received bO.OOO re- 
enforcements elnce the battle of Muk- 
den. 

It Ib believed Oynma wilt send Nogl 
in n swinging march around the Rus- 
Blnn left in nn effort to get n stride the 
rnllrnnd ns far west as Tsltslhnr, thus 
Isolating the wliolc Russian army. 




Not long ago a United States Sena- 
tor allied nt the Treasury In Wash- 
ington to offer for redemption the re- 
mains of some paper money, believed 
to amount to sixteen hundred dollars, 
which the family of one of his con- 
stituents had found among the rafters 
lu the tittle of their bouse. Aflcr a 
few days n cliciflc for twenty-nine hun- 
dred dollars wns IksucxI to redeem the 
old bills, which represented a much 
larger sum than bud been supposed. 
A citizen of Ohio lately made a need- 
less trip to Washington to tell tho 
story of his putting several handred 
dollnrs Into a gas-stove for safety. 
He desired the government to redeem 
the fragments remnlnlug after tbc de- 
struction Unit naturally followed. 
Here ngnln the Identification was so 
easily mnde that he received within 
leu dollurs of what b.» originally pos- 
sessed. His carelessness wns not too 
severely punished. But In these cases 
I lie Treasury ollicers were exception- 
ally successful. Claimants nre often 
astonished mid aggrieved bemuse ibe 
government will not take their word 
Tor losses of tills kind. Congress alone 
en ii compensate for losses that can- 
not bo proved by n production of 
some parts of tho notes. The Treas- 
ury rule la to redeem a bill if Its 
major fraction can he Identified, or 
where, with less tlinti that, nllldnvlts 
establish conclusively I he net mil loss 
of the rest. It costs something to 
keep money, cither metallic or paper, 
In good condition. Cold coin passes 
by weight, and If It Is under weight 
the loss falls on the owner. Silver 
coins nre redeemed ut their face val- 
ue, anil the loss by abrasion or wenr 
Is borne by the govern men t. The con- 
stant substitution of new paper bills 
Tor old ones entails a considerable ex- 
pense <;u the Treasury. Most people 
think tiie government .should keep 1 
money cleaner thnn it Is by more fre- 
quent redemptions. This Is an Im- 
provement that will probably eome In 
time. 



The wen 1th of the United States ex- 
ceeds thut of nny other of the five 
great nations of the world. The real 
wealth of nations Is the difference be- 
tween assets and llublllties, between 
property mid debts. Mr. Ballard, In 
the New York Sun, s*iows that the real 
wealth of the United States Is greater 
than thnt of nny othar nation worthy 
of comparison, both ns a whole nnd 
per capita. The following table sbowa 
the estimated wealth of the five great 
nations or the world, their national 
debts, the difference between the two 
being the real wealth of each:

TOURIST CROP PAYS. 

California Had Fifty Tbnneand Vis- 
itors Dnrlnir Past Season. 

The jrrca test tourist season In the his- 
tory of California Is Just closing. It 
yielded 518,000.000 to California and 
millions raoro to ihe railroads, and the 
seed has been sown for a bigger crop 
next year. Forty thousand tourists vis- 
ited California this season, They stayed 
on an average of fifty days each and 
spent nn average of more than jo a day. 

Within a decade the "tourist business" 
of California haB grown to an Industry 
of considerable proportions ond it Is 
Jumping abend each year nt a remarka- 
ble rate. Lost senson 35,000 tourists vis- 
ited the State nnd It Is estimated that 
last senson's tourists spent at least $10.- 
C00.0OO, 

•Over three-fourths of the tourists to 
Calif ornln travel a. distance of over 2,000 
miles to reach the Golden State. They 
probably spend for railroad 'fnres alone 
$120 apiece,- so that from those who 
come from Chicago or farther east the 
rnilronds receive in the neighborhood of 
?4, 300,000. and the fnres of those from 
west of Chlcngo totalmore thnn an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000. 

Then there Is sleeping car fare. $14 
each way from Chicago, or a total of $23 
each for 87,1100 persons, or over $1,000,- 
000 for berths. Menla at a conservative 
estimate will probably amount to $300,- 
000 more. Altogether the CO.OOO tourists 
spend In excess of $10,000,000 In travel- 
ing, nnd this Is an exceed in gly conserva- 
tive estimate, us the average tourist to 
California probably spends more than 
$200 on the Item of travel. 

Of the $18,000,000 expended by tour- 
ists during the season Just passed- $14,- 
000,000 was left In southern California, 
nnd but $4,000,000 around Sun Fran- 
cisco, •

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New Way to Make n inter 

A committee of the Franklin Insti- 
tute of Philadelphia Ims Just made 
public Its report on the Tuylor process 
for butter- ma I; hi};. It Is recommended 
that Mr. Taylor receive the John Scott 
medal and premium in recognition of 
the value of bin Invention, 

In his new process sweet cream la 
poured Into shallow pans the bottoms 
of which urc covered with absorbent 
pads. These pads nre composed of 
heavy white blotting nairnr supported 
ott Turkish toweling, or some similar 
material, hntP absorb from the' cream 
nearly all of Us constituents except the 
fut. The cream fat remains us n layer 
on the surface of the pads and after 
several hours, standing It may bo 
rolled off. 

In this condition the product con- 
tains rather too much water nnd milk 
prut elds; on this account, and because 
of the absence of Halt, It does not keep 
well. If, however, the separated but- 
ter fat he worked and salted Iu the 
same way an the ordinary churned 
product the result Is a floe grade of 
butter. 

The process has the advantage of 
cheapness, since the pads may be used 
over nnd over again, lasting, It Is said, 
for six months of dally use. The labor 
of churning Is avoided mid, on account 
of the use of fresh, cream instead of 
that Which 1ms stood to ripen for sev- 
eral days, the finished product keeps 
better than butter made In tbo ordi- 
nary way.

For more than 100 years tbo Governor 
of Ohio had no veto power, the present 
Governor, Myron T. Herrlck, being the 
first Invested with the power In that 
loug period.

Before Ohio be- 
came a State the Governor's salary was 
paid In fiies.. The returns were not suffi- 
cient to satisfy Gov.

Oiie of them provided 
a handsome salary for the Governor, the 
other abolished the fog . system. The 
Governor passed the salary-bill, but ve- 
toed the one abolishing, fees. .

The 
next Legislature got" eveu with /a ven- 
geance by taking the veto power away 
from the Governor entirely. Since then 
ao Governor of the State, not even Mc* 
Klnley, has had any real power in his 
own bands.

Railroad Rata Legislation. 

Testifying before the Senate com* 
mltteo at Washington, Interstate Com* 
morce Commissioner Prouty eald In 
discussing tho proposition to give to 
that commission tho power to regulate 
rallwny rates: 

"I think the railways should make 
their own rates. 1 think they should 
bo allowed to devolop their own busi- 
ness. I have never advocated any law, 
and lam not now in favor of any law, 
which would put the rate making pow- 
er into tho hands of any commission or 
any court While it may be necessary 
to do that some time, while that is 
done In some States at tho present 
time, while It Is done in somo coun- 
tries, I am opposed to It. • • • The 
railway rate Is property. It Is all tho 
property that tho railway has got The 
rest of Its properly is not good for any- 
thing unless it can charge a rate. Now 
It has always seemed to me that when 
a rate was fixed, It that rate was an 
unreasonable rate, It deprives the rail- 
road -company of Its property pro 
tauto. It Is not necessary 'that you 
should confiscate the property of a 
railroad; It Is not necessary that you 
should say that It shall not earn three 
per cent or four per cent. When you 
put in a rate that is inherently unrea- 
sonable, you have deprived that com- 
pany of its rights, of -Its property, and 
the Circuit Court of the United States 
bos Jurisdiction under the fourteenth 
amendment to restrain that. • • * 
I havo looked at these cases a great 
many times, and I can only come to 
the conclusion that a railroad company 
Is entitled to charge a fair and reason- 
able rato, and If any order of a com- 
mission, If any statute of a State Legis- 
lature takes away that rate, the four- 
teenth amendment protects the railway 
company."

Then 
we devote 1! per cent of the funds to the 
sinking fund. We hnvu been doing this 
for eleven years and tho obligation con- 
tinues for nineteen years more. 

"We also "make provision for paying 
something into the employes* pension 
fund, but wc do not hold fares up ,to a 
point where we would ntniiss a large 
Hiirplus, We have reduced fares once 
and have never had a deficit," Glasgow 
perhaps got a better start on the right 
courso than most cities, for wa began 
building the nucleus of tho present sys- 
tem In 1871!, and hnvc been gradually 
extending it ever since. 

"At first the city leased the roads to 
a private corporation, whose tenure id 
our streets lasted for 23 years, ending 
.Tuno 00, 1804. This private company 
used horse cars and tho . service de- 
manded a change. In this respect Glas- 
gow was then like Chicago — the people 
demanded better service nml asked the 
city to operate the trains, The city took 
over the lines and 1m ined lately started 
to Improvo and extend them. Gradually 
the road was electrified, and In thrco 
years, or between 1808 and 11)01, the 
work of Installing trolley cars was ac- 
complished. 

"The success of municipal operation 
and our policy of Improving the service 
can he gathered 'when Isny that in 1805 
tho Glasgow trams carried a total of 
85,000,000 people, and lu 1001 tho total 
number of passengers was 200,000,- 
000."

The grand jury at Chicago has been

Shea's statements were corrob- 
orated by Albert Young, former presi- 
dent of the Teamsters' National Union, 
who went before tho grand jury and 
told of offers which had heca made to 
him to call strikes on certain business 
houses. 

According to Shea ami Young, repre- 
sentatives of a great mail-order firm 
some months ago offered the former $10,- 
000 If he would bring about a strike of 
teamsters employed by a rival concern. 
Shea declares further that the strike of 
teamsters several years ago, by which 
owner* of various big Chicago buildings 
were compelled to burn coal instead of 
gas in the summer mouths was Instigated 
by certain coal dealers and that $30,000 
was paid by those dealers toward tho 
expenses of the strike. Other cases of 
attempted bribery and of conspiracy aro 
mentioned by h|m. lie insists that offers 
of bribes to trades union officials by em- 
ployers who wish to make use of thorn 
are common. 

The charges caused a sensation among 
employers as well as. among labor odl- 
ctals. At a meeting of the Employers' 
Association tho subject was discussed, 
and Attorney Levy Mayer gave out an 
Interview that tho charges were being 
made by the labor men In an effort to 
cloud the striko issues, but that tho em- 
ployers would not bo drawn into the 
controversy.

For nearly thirty-five years 
It has stood whore It does to-day, 
ready-draped, open, while as many 
thousand mothers have stolen shame- 
facedly la and after looking hopeless- 
ly about, have laid their helpless off- 
spring within its depths. 

For thirty-five years, summer and 
winter, In the bitterest cold and the 
most stifling heat, it Iias seen them 
come— the poor, the rich: the humble, 
the proud; the beautiful, the homely — 
and one by one they have laid their 
children down and brooded over them, 
whether It were possible for human 
love to make so great a sacrifice and 
yet not die. 

Still the tragedy repeats itself and, 
year after year and day after day, the 
unlocked door Is opened and de- 
throned virtue enters — the victim of 
ignorance and passion and affection, 
and a child Is robbed of an honorable 
home. — Tom Watson's Magazine.
